Watch ew'e closely for several 
days. Soon a fter the lamb is born, 
draw a little milk from the ewe 
to ma ke sure the milk channels are 
ope n and the la mb can get the 
milk. Wa tch the e we carefully for 
se ve ra l da ys. Notice whether she 
ca sts the placenta (afterbirth) and

normal. 
Most healthy ewes pass the placen­ 
ta within 20 minutes to an hour 
a fter the lamb is born.

Encourage the ewe to eat by giv­ 
ing her good feed. If she does not 
eat, her appetite may be stimu­ 
lated by giving her, three times 
each day, a teaspoonful each of 
tincture of gentian and ginger in 
half a pint of lukewarm water.
